New Ori.kans, IVb. 27, ISO.'.. 
The news of the surrender of Charleston 
has just been received, and has produced as 
much joy in the hearts of all true patriots 
hereabouts as any vietory that has ever 
been achieved by our gallant army. The 
rebel sympathizers feel gloomy over the 
prospect that awaits them. 

Considerable speculation has existed 
respecting; the condition of Americans in 
Mexico, and the recognition of the Confed- 
eracy by Maximilian. The rumor respect- 
ing the alliance with the Confederacy seems 
to be trustworthy to some extent. The Em- 
peror has done much to establish his au- 
thority in Mexico and has been souicw h a 
strict in his discipline. The llag of the 
American Republic no longer floats over 
the Consulate at Matainoras, and the Con- 
sul is himself banished from the country. 
What docs this mean? 

The recent reception of Mejia, at Browns- 
ville, indicates the policy of Napoleon, and 
the intrigues in which his tool Maximilian 
is engaged. 

Mejia in his speech at Brownsville de- 
clared that he was for the t nit.-.leracy, 
would sustain it till the last, and would 
shortly recognize it. Several inciBflhBB were 
made by the representatives of Mex-Max., 
and were eloquently responded to oy the 
Confederate leaders. 

Twenty-one guns were lired in honor of 
the arrival of the distinguished members of 
the Mexican dynasty. I'pon the departure 
of the happy family for lutasUnoraa, a very 
cordial invitation waa extendetl by the 
commander-in-chief of the Imperial army, 
to Col. Slaughter and stall to come to Mata- 
IttOraSBad the right hand of fellowship 
would be extended to them. In due lime, 
the invited party arrived la Mexico and a 
similar salute was tired by Imperial ar:il- 
lery. All this, as the country knows, 
means something. 

lion. Michael Hahn, Governor of Louis- 
iana, leaves for Washington in about i»-n 
days, to BBHimn liis position in the Senate. 
Lieut. Gov. Wells will, in the meantime, 
attend to the welfare of the State. I rOVBf> 
nor llahn has a great many warm friends 
in this city, and his absence will be telt by 
them much. The poor ol'Xew Orleans will 
miss the charitable offerings of tlieiiover- 
nor.

To-day Las been a grand gala day for the 
people of New Orleans, it being the 2«th 
aniversary of the fire department. For 
some days previous, notice had been given 
in the public prints thatfthe B reman would 

march through the principal streets iu con- 
formity with an oi l established custom; 
the companies to vie with each other in pre- 
senting the must pn.poasesaing appearance. 
At an early hour the city was alive with 
the populace moving in every direction. 
About !> o'clock all the companies took up 
their line of march along the streets, pre- 
senting a line appearance. People of all 
Bfjes, complexions, and nationalities lined 
the streets in every direction as far as the 
eye could reach. A grand ball at the Ma- 
sonic Hall at night wound up the fe-tivity. 
New Orleans can boast of the intelligent 
appearance of her lireruen; but few cities 
can compete with her in this respect. Men 
( f high standing and moral attainment, 
some of whom are worth one, two, 
and three hundred thousand dollars, are 
among the firemen of New Orleans. They 
have never been subject to military dutv 
since the days of Oeneral Butler. The 
present draft has but little effect upon this 
body, as their exemption v ill be procured 
upon the plea of being connected with the 
• o < -( <(///».'. I taUo iiwtice toat the lire coin- 
panics have recently swollen to a consider- 
able exten; whether la order to avoid the 
draft 1 leave the reader to judge. 

While the IJromen and tj»e public gener- 
ally were engaged in celebrating the day, a 
grand transformation was taking place at 
Liberty Hall. It was the inauguration of 

Lieutenant Governor Wells as Chief Execu- 
tive of Louisiana, iu place of Governor 
Hahn, who hits just resigned in consequence 
of his position as Senator. The hall was 
most profusely decorated, Hags and ban- 
ners streaming from different parts of the 
building, with mottoes and devices worked 
around the portruHa of Washington and 
Jackson. All the principal men in the city 
were there. Both branches of the Legisla- 
tiuc, Governor Hahn aud Major General 
Ilurlbut were present, who delivered able 
and patriotic speeches, MACS. 

Ilciny Clay an Original and Life-long 
emancipationist. 

[I'or the Dalaa Press.] 

The following from Mr. Prentice's Biog- 
raphy of Henry Clay in ls-iO, is not without 
interest now : 

"The commencement of Mr. Clay's polit- 
ical fJBiesr may bo d^ted as far back as the 
year 17!i7 — a period at which he had BOBroe- 
l v began the practice of law. The people of 
Kentucky were then about to elect a Con- 
vention lo frame a new constitution for the 
S ate; and one feature of the plan, erhk h 
had been submitted to them, was a propo- 
sition for tBB fm;;l em:|ncipi»tion of the 
slave population. The strongest prejudices 
of a m jority of the people in every pari oi 
the State, were arrayed against this mea- 
sure, ami Mr. Clay was aware of the fact, 
but his sentiments and his feelings wore on 
the side of .-mancipation j and, without 
taking a moment's heed to nis popularity, 
lie entered into the defence of his favo ite 
policy, with all the deep and unquenchable 
ardor of his nature. 1 1 is vigorous pea WBS 
busy in the public jourLals, and his elo- 
quent voice was raised in almost every as- 
semblage, in favor of the election of men to 
the convention, who would contend for th« 
eradication of slavery. 

"The struggle WBS a fierce one; but the 
advocates of slavery prevailed, and the 
young champion of liberty and equal rights, 
who had made the aristocrats of the land 
tremble for their ancient peroga ives, be- 
came unpopular on account ol the part he 
acted. The true principles of slavery were 
not then understood. The idea of emanci- 
pation was) new. It alarmed t|;e prejudices 
of the multitude, and Mr. C lay's powerful 
\ indication of it, were regarded by many, 
rather as the brilliant but wayward efforts 
of a young votary of ambition, striving to 
attract attention by the startling paradox- 
ical character of his opinions, than as the 
results of a calm and deliberate conviction 
of right. This was unquestionably amis- 
take. 

"His sincerity in opposing negro servi- 
tude was manifest from every act of his life 
from his professional, no less than from his 

Colitical exertions. Whenever a ■ BUB 
rought an action at law for his liberty, Mr. 
Clay volunteered as hiu a-Jvocatffl and, it is 
said, that in the whole course ol his prac- 
tice, he never failed to obtain a decision in 
the slave's favor. A passion for the liberty 
of mankind seems to have formed, at that 
early period, a portion of his being, and he 
has not changed since. He bus been the 
slave's friend through iifpi In ail stations 
he has pleaded the cause of African free- 
dom, without fear from high or low. 

"To him, more than to any other individ- 
ual, is to be ascribed that great revolution 
which has t-.ken place If) the public seut'- 
ment upon this sulject— a revolution, 
whose wheels must continue to move on- 
ward, till they reach the goal of universal 
freedom. A conviction of the expediency 
aud necessity of ultimate emancipation, 
has been spreading farther and farther 
among our ponntrymeji, and, tukjng deeper 
and deeper root in their minds, and it re- 
quires not the spirit of prophecy to foretell 
the end. This rapid and continued triumph 
of the principles which it was the object of 
Mr. Clay's first political labors to establish,

The following extract from a private 
letter from an American gentleman now in 
Europe, contains views so just and impor- 
tant as to deserve to be impressed on the 
minds of the community: 

Till the Presidential election was over, 
the main question to be discussed and set 
fully before the people in its true bearings 
was the slavery question. The autumn 
elections have shown that the i onstitution 
will be amended in order to prohibit slavery, 
and it has also become clear that the rebels 
will abolish slavery before they give up tbe 
struggle, either directly by law, or indi- 
rectly by arming the negroes. It seems to 
be ti i e for those who seek to guide public 
opinion to turn their attention to another 
subject, van the national finances. It is be- 
coming tolerably apparent, even to the 
in. 'st unwilling minds, that a Republic can 
raise and equip armies and can tight them 
as well as an emperor; i: is quite clear that 
a Kepublic can build and equip efficient 
fleets as well aa any monarchy can; but it 
is not yet proved that the public finances 
can beas wisely and successfully managed 
by a government of universal suffrage 
aa by a government under which only 
the rich and privileged have a voice 
in the guidance of the State. It has been 
said to me over and over again, in England 
and in Erance and Germany, that it is im- 
possible that any solid national credit 
should exist in a country where a poor 
man's vote is as good as a rich one's. The 
l>oor men are a majority— they will elect 
public servants w ho will take no pains to 
guard the public credit, in a Inch they aud 
their constituents have no interest which 
they can appreciate — debts will be repudi- 
ated—national and private honor be lost, 
ami the very name of a Republic will be 
an offense to all honest men. The Ameri- 
can people have already demonstrated that 
B Republic is the strongest of governments 
in war, as it is the most economical and 
lightest ia peac e; it remains to prove that 
public credit has a wider, firmer basis un- 
der a Republican government than under 
any other — that a Republic is the most 
trustworthy of governments. This ought 
to be, and whether it is or not in America 
k in. rely a question of the degree of in- 
struction of the peoule upou the subject of 
national tinances. The people* have learn- 
ed much already, though perhaps the les- 
sons have thus far beeu rather elementary. 
What a disgrace it ia to have a man for 
chairman ol the Committee of Ways and 
Means who believes that law can make gold 
out of paper. A comparison of our manage- 
ment of our resources with Pitt's manage- 
ment of the English Treasury is not pleas- 
ant for a Republican. Modern nations do 
not undertake to pay the principal of their 
tlebts, nor is the suspension of specie pay- 
ments a reproach; it has been too common 
for that. What is essential is, that no na- 
tional promise, once given, should be bro- 
ken, aud secoudly, that no promises should 
be made, which, uuder some conceivable 
pressure, we might be forced to break. Mr. 
l essendeu demoralizes the people when he 
imagines a ease in which necessity would 
compel us to pay the interest ou gold bear- 
ing bonds in paper. Heroic remedies may 
become neceas^ry for the inflation of the 
currency, but obligations already incurred 
must be fulfilled at every cost. No nation 
can be permanently great and strong, in 
which loose principles of public and private 
c edit prevail, and the successful vindica- 
tion of Republican principles, -.; , Voll as the 
real interests of e^ery American, rich or 
poor, requires that the Treasury of the 
United States should be directed wisely, if 
possible, but honorably, at any rate.

i Seized.— We understand that 
of Internal Revenue has 
up three of our city breweries for a 
violation ot the law, iu making MMMM 
and fra.lulent returns of the l»eer sold by 
them subject to the tax of one dollar per 
barrel. The law require* that entries shall 
l»e made every day of the number of bar- 
rels, half barrels, or quarter barrels sold 
du ring the day. These entries must be 
made iu a bo »k prepare.! for that .-special 
purpose, and must be verified at the end ot 
each month by the person that makes the 
entries. Iu addition to this, the owner ol 
the brewery if be does not make the en- 
tries himself must state, under oath, that 
he has taken all the means in his power to 
have the entries made truly and correctly. 

Under the system of checks and balances 
by which the books and pajiers of the as- 
sessors and collectors of internal revenue 
are kept, it is very difficult for the tax-pay- 
er to i^rpetrate "frauds for any length ol 
time without detection. They may escape 
lor a tine, and they may imagine that they 
ate working altogether in the dark, but iu 
the mean time theargus eyes of some of the 
assessor* are upon them in a direction they 
little suspect, and before they are aware the 
frauds are discovered, and the seven- pen- 
alties of the law are imposed. 

In this matter of paying the taxes im- 
posed on the citizens by the national (Gov- 
ernment, honesty and integrity are the only 
jKtths in which it is safe to walk. While 
♦ very reasonable leniency should be shown 
to those {tersons who are ignorant of tin 
pro\isions of the law, the lraudulent trick- 
ster -hould *S promptly punished, and thu- 
it will become . r< ry man* interest to obey 
the law, Mi to see that his neighbors do 
the same.

TaVADK am> Commekci:. — The undertak- 
ing of lb* 1 Secretary of the Board of Trade 
to compile au annual statement of the com- 
merce of this city cannot be underrated in 
importance. It is the first attempt of the 
kind, and is eminently important to the 
interes s of the trade and commerce of the 
citv. The Secretary s.nd hi* asaifelaut* are 
MSjajaaaeJ, in cauvassing the city for the de- 
sired information from which to arrange in 
proper form the appropriate statistics. 1 



It w ill be remembered that the notorious 
tMiernlia lea h-r, Bill Magruder, was wound- 
ed some time ago iu a fight with a detach- 
nui.t of the 17th Kentucky, but succeeded 
in getting away. Information was received 
by Colonel Dill that ho was confined in a 
house not far from the little town of Wei - 
ster.ou th.' farm of a Mr. Cox, about twelve 
miles from Brandenburg, in Meade county, 
his wound being bo severe as to disable bim 
for any sort of service. It was determined 
to send a force to capture him, and accord- 
ingly Saturday afternoon, fifty men of the 
.juth Wisconsin, under command of Capt. 
Marshall and Lieut. Costner, I** on the 
steamer (irey Kagle for Brandenburg. 
Major Wilson, formerly of the Mb Ken- 
tucky, being well acquainted with the 
country through which they were to pass, 
accompanied Capt. Marshall and his men 
as a guide. They arrived at Brandenburg 
al mil un o'c'ock Saturday night, and with 
as little delay as possible .set out on their 
march. 

The design was to go to the town of Web- 
ster, am-st a Dr. Lewis, who was proles- 
sioii'allv attending Magruder, and compel 

Mm, ii naaai y, to act as a guide to the 

plant where Magruder was. Cap 
tain Marshal expected to reach the town 
about two o'clock, but the party boat the 
way several times, and did not get there 
till about four. Tln-y found Dr. Lewis; he 
didn't deny bis knowledge of the wherea- 
bouts of Magruder, but strenuously object- 
ed to informing the service* required ot 
him, giving as a reason that it would place 
Ma own lile iu danger from guerrilla bands. 
He was given to understand that if he re- 
fused he would be held and treated as an 
■neenanUna Of guerrillas, and he finally 
consented to j-'o. Captain Marshal and Ma 
jor Wilson learned from him that Magruder 
was to be found in a tobacco house about 
four miles distant; and another fact that 
added greatlv to the importance of the ex- 
pedition, that Sue Mundy and Henry Mid- 
kilt were with him. 

It was just daybreak when the party 
reached the tobacco-bouse, it was a log 
building, the intervals between the loan be- 
ing filled up with stoue and mud, and was 
almost entirely enclosed by woods and 
brush. The loft of the building was filled 
with tobacco. The building was surround- 
ed, and ("apt; tin Marshall with several of 
Mi men went up to the door and demanded 
a surrender, to which there was no re- 
sponse. He knocked against the door with 
the handle of his revolver, ami again de- 
manded a surrender. He heard a slight 
noise within, but no answer was made, lie 
then ordered one of the men to knock the 
door iu with a stone, which wvs done; aim 
the guernl as immediately began firing 
from the door. From the number of th- 
shots li ad and the rapidity of the firing, it 
was supposed there were more than two or 
three p.-rsoiis inside the house. About forty 
>iiois werefireu from the building, and three 
of the soldiers wen- wounded, one very se- 
verely. ( apt. Marshal and the men with- 
drew a short distance from the building, 
not wishing to sacrifice needlessly the lives 
of any ol his men. About one hundred 
•.hots were fired into the buildin ;. 

It was suggested linally that a Ilag ol 
truce Ik- sent in, demanding a surrender, 
aud the services of Dr. 1a? wis was called 
iuto requisition as the bearer of the Hag ol 
iniiv. Sue Mundy agiee 1 t> surrender 
with the understanding that they be treated 
as prisoners of war. t'apt. Marshal replied 
that he had no authority to make any such 
ten ement, but that he would treat latent as 
inlwana ol war while iu his hands, 
adding that their chances for hanging were 
very BOOi. Ti> 1, guerrillas then concluded 
to surrender. Magruder was lying in one 
corner of I be building, on a cot, iu a very 
weak condition, and sitllering from his 
wound in the lelt shoulder. The guerrillas 
were well armed, fitieeu navy revolver- 
being louud in their possission. These aud 
the skillful use made of them enabled Sue 
Mundv and Midkill* to make no sinab 
rimouni of resistance to our men. Magru- 
der was conveyed to Brandenburg, iu a 
wag 'ti impressed for that puipose, in the 
neighborhood ol the tobacco house. 

Sue Mundy told Captain Marshal, on the 
.vav up th" river, that he surrendered with 
the" hope of being able to effect his escape 
betore reaching Louisville, and that he ex- 
pected to be shot or hanged. 

The whole party arrived here about 1- 
oYloek Sunday night, ou the steamer Morn- 
ing Star, and the three prisoners are now 
saielv lodged in the military prison.

Wavneibom, I gave you a brief accouut of 
Larlv s defeat by Cuntar's division. The 
same night his division was pushed across 
the BUM BMfjn and entered I 'harlot tea ville 
at - P. M., the next day. 

The Mayor and the principal inhabitants 
cam and delivered up the keys of the pub- 
lic buildings. I had to remain at Char- 
lottesville two days which was cousumed 
in bringing over from Waynesboro our am- 
munition and pontoon trains. Tlie weath- 
er was horrible; raining incessantly. 

The two divisions were during this time 
occupied in destroying the two large iron 
bridges, one over the Hivanna river, and 
t lit- other over Moore's creek, near Char- 
lottesville, »nd the railroad for a distance 
of twenty-eight miles in the direction of 
Lynchburg. 

on the iith of March I sent the 1st divi- 
sion, General I »evin commanding, to.Scotts- 
ville, on the James river, with directions to 
send out ligh» parlies through the couutry 
and destroy all merchandise, mills, facto- 
ries, and bridges on Kivanna riv r, the p*r- 
ties to join the division again at Scottsville. 

The division then proceeded along the 
canal to Duouidsville, fifteen miles from 
Lyii'-hburg, destroying every lock and in 
many places the bank of the canal. 

\\ .- had ho|H-<l to secure the bridge to 
cross the river as our pontoons were useless 
on account of the iiigb water. In tliis we 
were foiled, as both this bridge and the 
bridge at Hani wicksville were burned by 
the enemy upon our approach. 

Omni Merrittaocompaiiicd the division. 
The :id division started at the same time 
from < "harlottesville and pn>ceeded down 
the Lynchburg railroad to Amherst court- 
house* de*t n»\ ing every bridge on the road, 
and iti many places miles of the road. 

General bragg is reported in command of 
th< enemv's for. es at Kingston.

D. Cox is in command of our 
throes at that poiuL The weather is very 
warm. 

The bridges on this road are numerous, 
and MM m them are live hundred feet in 
MMMJB*. We ha\e found great abundance 
in this country for our men and animals. 
In tact the canal had been the great feeder 
of Richmond. 

At the Kockfish river the bank of the ca- 
nal was cut, and at New < anton, where the 
dam is across the James, the guard-lock 
was destr<iy<-d slid the James river let into 
the canal, carrviug away the banks and 
washing out liie bottom of the canal. 

Tin- dam across the James at this point 
was also partially destroyed. I have no op- 
positioii. KverylMaly is bewildered by our 
movements.
